Street. Lamps 


The revolution which has taken place in 
the lighting of the Belfast streets during 
the last century is demonstrated by the 


latest experiment of the Corporation Gas 


Department, who have erected a number 


of one thousand candle-power high pres- 
sure gas lamps in Ormeau avenue. Instead 
of concentrating the light about the lamp 
standard, I hear that the new gas lamp 
emits the strongest beams at fifteen 
degrees below the horizontal, with the 
result that the effective radius of light is 
trebled. A friend of mine tells me that 
the first demonstration of gas illumimation 
in Belfast was made at Castle Junction 
in 1870, when the Gas Comvany erected 
a number .of naked jets... Shortly after 
this the company got! the -contract for 
illuminating the streets by gas light, 
which to-day has culminated in Belfast 
spending about £60, every year on the 
maintenance of the gas lamps.

Sirn,—During the 10.30 p.m. news broadcast 
from Dublin on Monday, the 4th inst., I was 
actually engaged in writing a letter of appll- 


cation for a position as engineer in England, 
when the station announcer informed listeners 
that. at a meeting of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland held on that evening, 
a paper by Mr. J. J. Morrissey, B.E., con- 
tained a reference to the shortage of suitably 
trained and experienced engineers to cope 
with the present expansion of industry in 
Ireland, and said that the problem of obtain- 
ing skilled native engineers for the new enter- 
prises had reached an acute stage, with the 
result that foreigners had to be imported. 
Further aetails of Mr. Morrissey’s views were 
published in the daily Press of the Sth inst. 
There does not appear to be any doubt 
whatever of the sincerity and aims of Mr. 
Morrissey’s remarks, Of course, he could not 
be aware of individual imstances—such as 
my case—of an Irish engineer possessing 
excellent credentials, who received a first-class 
practical works training and subsequent ex- 
perience outside this country with world- 
known firms, and yet is unable to sectre a 
post in any of the new industries, I fear very 
much that, if Mr. Morrissey’s views 
come to the notice of prospective employers 
of experienced engineers in this country, such 
employers would undoubtedly be prompted to 
import men without even troubling to make 
inguiries. The obvious result of this would 
be that an Irish engineer who might find 
himself in my unfortunate predicament might 
have any chance of securing a position at 
home considerably reduced, or washed out

They con- 
sisted of a strong detachment of General 
Biroli’s Black Shirts, one Brigade of 
Infantry, and a regiment of Bersaglieri, 
under Colonel Broglia, and Ras Gugsa’s 
men.| Ras Gugsa took over the town as 
Ras of Tigre in the name of the King of 
Italy, 

The first indication that Makale was 
going to be captured, and that the Italian 
troops were near their! destination, was 
when they saw on the top of a hill a large 
crowd of civilians waving white flags and 
giving shouts of welcome. They were 
natives of Makale, who came to the 
Italians to surrender, bringing with them 
gifts| of goats, chickens and eggs. They 
were| followed by the priests in full vest- 
ments, who offered their crosses to be 
kissed. 

Later enormous bonfires were lit in the 
villages in the neighbourhood and on the 
tops of the mountains in sign of jubilation 
and liberation and in honour of the 
Italian troops. 


GREAT TRIANGLE TAKEN 

With the capture of Makale the Italians 
have now taken very nearly the whole of 
the Province of Tigre. On the right they 
hold the Takkaze River Valley, and on the 
left| they have Makale. Thus, since they 
first launched their columns across the 
Mareb River on October 3, they have 
captured a great triangle, with a base 
about 125 miles long, and a projection 
into Abyssinia of nearly 80 miles.

A scheme of legislation to enable the 
occupiers of labourers’ cottages to become 
owners of their holdings is outlined in the 
new Labourers Bill, which was circulated 
yesterday. The bill, which was introduced 
in the Dail so long ago as 20th July last, 
is, to some extent, based on the report of 
the Commission of Inquiry which sat over 
two years ago, and over which Mr. 
Thomas O’Donnell, K.C., presided. 

There are, it appears, over 42,000 
cottages in the Free State which might 
come within the purview of the new bill. 
These are let at a weekly rent averaging 
1s. 21., and in order to provide these 
cottages loans amounting to £7,500,000 
had to be raised by the local authorities. 
Of these loans, about £5,500,000 remain 
outstanding. The arrears of rent in the 
year 1933 amounted to about £46,000. 


HEALTH BOARDS’ DUTY 


The bill makes it mandatory on each 
Board of Health to submit to the Minister 
for Local Government within six months 
after the passage of the bill a scheme for 
the purchase of each cottage in its area. 
The Minister is empowered to approve or 
modify any scheme submitted te him, or, 
if he sees fit, to require a new scheme to 
‘| be submitted. Every scheme approved by 
the Minister must be submitted to each 
House of the Oireachtas. 

The persons who may apply for the pur- 
chase of their houses under any scheme 
are :— 

(1) An agricultural labourer ; 

(2) The widow of a deceased agricultural] 
labourer who before his death was the 
tenant of such cottage; or 

(3) a person who when he first became 
such tenant was an agricultural labourer. 
An important condition is that when 
making application for a vesting order no 
rent shall be due by the tenant. 


PAYMENT OF INSTALMENTS 


If at the time of vesting the c~ttage is 
in b 1 repair, it will be the duty of the 
Board of Health to put it in good repair. 
Any dispute on the question as to whether 
the house is in good or bad repair will 
be settled by the Minister, whose decision 
will be final. In case of failure of the 
tenant in the payment of instalments, the 
debt shall be recoverable in court as an 
ordinary contract debt. In the event of 
a breach of any of the statutory condi- 
tions during the payment period, the 
Board of Health may, on application to 
the District Court, obtain a warrant for 
possession of the house. 

The purchase scheme when approved by 
the Minister will set out the terms of 
purchase by means of the payment of a 
terminable annuity, the amount to be 
paid, the number of years it will run, 
and whether it will: be paid weekly, 
monthly, quarterly or half yearly. The 
amount of the purchase money will be 
subject to local conditions and other con- 
siderations, which will probably vary in 
each area, 


LOCAL BODIES’ LIABILITIES 


In the event of the bill passing and any 
considerable number of applicants coming 
forward to purciiase their holdings, the 
financial liabilities of the local authorities 
will be heavy. The conu.tions outlined 
are, however, such as are likely to limit 
the number. While there is a substantial 
attraction for a labourer to own his own 
house, there are material disadvantages 
which will immediately affect him. At 
present he enjoys his holding on payment 
of the moderate sum of an average of Is. 
2d. per week, the Board of Health being 
responsible for the necessary repairs. On 
purchasing, he will probably have to pay 
an increased weekly amount to cover the 
cost of purchase, and he will, moreover, 
have to bear the cost of all repairs. 

The bill also limits the possibility of his 
selling his interest in the house pending 
the completion of instalments which will 
no doubt, be spread over a long period 
of years.

Under the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 12) Order, 1935, the duty on foreign 
turkeys was raised from ome penny to 


with the provisions of the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, this increase automatically 
became applicable to turkeys imported 
from the Irish Free State, with the result 
that the total duty on such turkeys rose 
from fivepence to sevenpence per Ib. 

The duties under the Irish Free State 
Special Duties Act are designed for 
revenue purposes, and it is considered that 
this purpose will be adequately served by 
maintaining the total duty at the previous 
level of fivepence per Ib. 

The new Order, therefore, reduces the 
duty under this Act by 2d. per Ib. 

A similar adjustment of the duties 
chargeable on certain other kinds of dead 
poultry imported from the Irish Free 
State was made about two years ago after 
the issue of an Order imposing an 
additional duty on foreign imports of 
those classes of poultry. 


ORDER EXPECTED BY 
MINISTER 


Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, in- 
formed an Irish Times representative last 
night that he was expecting the new 
Order, which, he understood, would take 
effect from next Monday. 

In effect it will put Free State turkeys 
in the same position as they were for the 
Christmas market last year, when the ex- 
porters of them were substantially better 
off than other competing countries.

SWISS WATCHMAKING 


Later the trade of watchmaking took root 
at Neuveville and at Neuchatel City, and from 
1650 onwards it prospered in the villages of 
the upper valleys. In the eighteenth century 
the Jura neuchatelois became the chief centre, 
both for the watch and the clock. 
proved of momentous importance to the whole 
region; the number employed in the watch 
trade increased in Neuchatel and district from 
464 in-the year 1750 to 3,670 in 1800. From 
these plaes the industry pushed forward to 
Bienne and the Bernese Jura, and afterwards 
to Soleure and Schaffhausen, while towards
